Washington,, July 27,—The eecratary 


of the treasury holds that the new 
tariff act was in effect at the beginning 
of the day on which it received the ap- 
proval of the president, and therefore 
became operative after midnight on 
Friday, July 23. Assistant Secretary 
Howell today sent the following tele- 
gram to collectors of customs:

our money is all good now, 
but its value must not further be 
threatened. It should all be put upon 
an enduring basis, not subject to easy 
attack, nor its stability to doubt or dis­ 
puto. 


“The several forms of our paper 
money offer, tn my judgment, a con­ 
stant embarrassment to the govern­ 
ment and imperil a safe balance in the 
treasury.” 


Nothing was settled more clearly at 
the late national election than the de­ 
termination upon the part of the people 
to keep their currency stable in value 
and equal to that of the most advanced 
nations of the world. 


The soundness of our currency Is no­ 
where questioned. 
No loss can occur 
to its holders. It is the system which 
should be simplified and strengthened, 
keeping our money just as good as it is 
now, with less expense to the govern­ 
ment and the people. 


The sentiment of the country Is 
strongly in favor of early action by 
congress in this direction, to revise our 
currency laws and remove them from 
partisan contention. 
I 


A notable assembly of business men, 
with delegates from 29 states and ter­ 
ritories, was held at Indianapolis in 
January of this year. The financial 
situation commanded their earnest at­ 
tention, and after a two days* session 
the convention recommended to con- 
gresB the appointment of a monetary 
commission. 


I commend- this report to the con­ 
sideration of congress. The authors of 
the report recommend a commission 
“to make a thorough investigation of 
the monetary affairs and needs of this 
country in all relations and aspects, 
and to make proper suggestions as to 
any evils found to exist and the reme­ 
dies therefor/1 
This subject should receive the at­ 
tention of congress at its special ses­ 
sion. It ought not to be postponed un­ 
til the regular session. 


I therefore urgently recommend that 
a special commission be created, non­ 
partisan in its character, to be com­ 
posed of well-informed citizens of dif­ 
ferent parties, who will command the 
confidence of congress and the coun­ 
try because of their special fitness for 
the work, whose duty it shall be to 
make recommendations of whatever 
changes in our present banking and 
currency laws may be found necessary 
ond expedient, and to report their con­ 
clusions on or before tne first day of 
November next, In order that the same 
inay be transmitted by me to congress 
for its consideration at its first regular 
session. 


It is to be hoped that the report thus 
made will be so comprehensive and 
sound as to receive the support of all 
parties and the favorable action of con­ 
gress. 


After a brief debate the house passed 
Representative C. W. Stone's bill pro­ 
viding for a currency commission, 
while the senate referred both the mes­ 
sage and tho house bill to the finance 
committee.

THE NEW J A R IFF LAW. 


Yroasnry Department Decider It Op­ 
erative Mldnlffbt, July 
Washington,, July 27.—'The secretary 
of the treasury holds that the new 
tariff act was in effect at the beginning 
of the day on which it received the ap­ 
proval of the president, and therefore 
became operative after midnight on 
Friday, July 23. 
Assistant Secretary 
Howell today sent the following tele­ 
gram to collectors of customs: 
“De­ 
partment holds that new tariff law 
covers and includes all customs busi­ 
ness of July 24.“ 


The treasury department expects its 
decision In regard to when the ftingley 
bill went into effect to be tested in 
court, but the secretary and his assist­ 
ants are confident that their ruling 
that the bill covered all day of Satur­ 
day, July 24, will be upheld. 


The treasury officials already have 
discovered a number of inconsistencies 
in the new tariff act, some of them, it 
is feared, being incapable of recon­ 
ciliation. 
It is pointed out that sec­ 
tion 262 places the duty on plums at 
25 cents per bushel, and section 264 
fixes the rate at 2 cents per pound. An­ 
other section fixes the rate of duty on 
hides of cattle at 15 cents a pound, and 
admits raw skins free. 
A question is 
Involved in the classification of calf 
skins, it being contended that, com­ 
mercially, calf skins are not classed 
as hides of cattle, and hence are en­ 
titled to free entry, which is believed 
to be contrary to the purpose of con­ 
gress.

An interesting experiment is being 


made in a township in Northern Ohio, 
which involves the abolition of the old 
district school. 
Instead of having 


numerous such schools scattered over 
the country, one big schoolhouse has 
been built in the centre of the town- 
ehip, and every morning light covered 
rigs holding twenty-five persons each 
run through the township gathering 
up the pupils and taking them to 
school, and then, at the close of the 
session, returning them to their homes.

Dr. E. C. Stirling, F. R. rS., an­ 
nounces that he has discovered in the 
dry basin of a South Australian lake, 
remains of an extinct bird which, in 
life, measured twelve feet in height.

PRANKS OF LIGHTNING, 


THEhLECTRIC BOLT GENERALLY HAS 


THINGS ITS OWN WAY. 


It r»j« But Little Attention to 


1'ruglu Kxpcrit'iK.'O of Soinv Kxperi- 
mvittarM—Jjiglitiiiiu; May Kill Without 
Striking—Other Odd Thing* About It. 
Every year, for some seasons past, 


the United States Government has 
issued a little pamphlet, compiled by 
Mr. McAdie, of the United States 
Geodetic Survey, giving statistical in- 
formation on the subject of lightning. 
This pamphlet shows that while the 
number of deaths from lightning has 
increased each year for some time 
past, the increase has not been more 
rapid than the growth of population. 
Last year it was about 500 for the 
whole country, and it may console the 
timid person to reflect that his or her 
chance of injury from this cause is 
something like one in 140,000, which, 
as a philosopher has remarked in an- 
other connection, is very consoling if 
you can be certain that you are not the 
one. 


The greatest scientific authority on 


the subject of lightning is Dr. Oliver 
J. Lodge, of the University College, 
Liverpool. 
In this country it is 


probable that there is no man who has 
a greater fund of practical information 
as to the nature and characteristics of 
lightning than Mr. William A. Eddy, 
of Bayonne, M. J.. who is a follower 
and close student of Dr. Lodge. 


"The general fear of lightning is not 


entirely without reason," said Mr. Ed-1 
dy, in discussing the subject, "for it j 
is capable of great devastation. 
Ex- j 


i periinental scientists have been ver 


chary of tackling this subject, and thi. 
is probably the reason why the scien 
tine knowledge of lightning has no 
kept pace with progress in other lines 
of investigation. 
The study of light 


. ning has been greatly retarded by i 
terrible 
accident which happened 


more than 100 years ago. 


"Franklin may justly be given the 


honor of being the pioneer in the prac 
tical study of lightning. After his re- 
markable feat a score of investigators 
in different parts of the world began to 
make a study of lightning. 
Most o: 


these experiments were brought to i 
sudden termination by an inciden 
sufficiently tragic to shake the nerve? 
of even a cool-blooded man of science 
An experimenter named Eichmond, in 
St. Petersburg, had built a laboratory, 
which contained, among other thing, 
the lower end of a lightning rod 100 
faet high, which he had erected, anc 
from which he had succeeded in draw- 
ing off electrical charges of consider- 
able force. One day, while Eichmonc 
was working in his laboratory, a thun- 
der storm came up. Lightning struck 
the'" lofty rod, flashed down it and 
killed the scholar at his work, badly 
burning and mangling his body. That 
put an end to experiments with light- 
ning for the time being. 
Toward the 


end of the century there were one or 
two fatalities in France, which acted 
as a further detriment, and caused 
Voltaire to remark, in a quotation 
•which I get through Dr. Lodge: 'There 
are some kings whom one must not 
approach too closely, and lightning is 
one of these.' Lodge, therefore, round 
an almost unworked field before him 
when he began his experiments." 


The essential characteristic of light- 


ning, and the one that accounts for 
most of its vagaries, according to Dr. 
Lodge, is its "impulsive rush." In 
unscientific language this means that 
when a charge of lightning breaks 
through a cloud and starts for the 
earth it moves with a rush so vehe- 
ment that no ordinary conductor will 
turn it from the path it elects to 
follow. 


"There are many cases to illustrate 


this." says Dr. Lodge. 
"Here is a 


striking one: In May, 1889, lightning 
struck and nearly demolished a brick 
wall in a small English town. Directly 
opposite the wall at the point where it 
was struck, and not six feet away, 
stood a gas lamp. 
Gas is one of the 


best conductors of electricity, and the 
lamp was some feet higher than the 
wall. On the old theory of attraction 
the lightning ought to have gone for 
the lamp, but, as a matter of fact, it 
was not injured." 


There have been repeated instances 


where lightning has struck a roof al- 
though it had a rod to protect it. and 
in some cases the roof had been struck 
only a few feet from the rod itself. 


On this theory, lightning rods are of 


little value. As Dr. Lodge has abun- 
dantly proved, lightning may travel 
down a rod to the earth without doing 
any damage in case the rod happens to 
be in its path, but the stroke will sel- 
dom turn aside to follow the rod. 


It must not be supposed from this 


that it is impossible* to secure im- 
munity from injury by lightning. 
Some buildings are protected by the 
very character of their construction. 


Another peculiar thing about light- 


ning, according to experts, is that a 
person may be killed or an object set 
on fire by lightning without being 
actually struck bylhe current which 
descends from the clouds. 
This is 


due, so says M.. Lodge, to the "snrg

Broad Beans. 


Broad beans are among the earliest 


seeds that can be sown in the open 
ground. They are very hardy, and 
the first of them may be put iu at once. 
As a rule, a stiff soil agrees best with 
them, but as this kind of soil is the 
wettest at this season, it will be best 
to avoid it for the first crop, and to 
sow in rather alight soil that does not 
retain the moisture to any extent. The 
ground should be well manured first, 
and afterward opened with drills about 
a yard apart and three inches deep. 
Sow the seed in a double row along 
the bottom, but keep each seed apart 
about two or three inches. 
Place a 


thin layer of sand over the seed, and 
then cover over with the ordinary soil, 
which should be trodden down on the 
top and made very firm. A thin layer 
of ashes may be put over all, as this 
blinders the snails from eating the 
young plants,fand a lookout must be 
kept that mice do not eat the seed.— 
The Ledger.

Management of Breeding Turkey. 


Turkeys during the breeding season 


are apt to wander far from home, and 
the hens r. ave a fashion of hiding their 
nests in secluded places where it is 
hard to find them.

ind their nests, but will take quite 
tindly to nests that are provided for

mother will go so far that her brood 
will tire out trying to follow her. This 
is particularly true in the early part of 
the season when chilling rains are apt 
to come and chill the little poults.

Scaly Legs in Poultry. 


Scaly legs is a form of scabies 01 


mange due to a mite known as the sar- 
coptes mutans, which burrows under 
the skin, beginning between the toes 
by a gradual elevation nf tlie epidermic 
scales, owing to the formation of 
white powdery 
substance beneath 


them. 
The disease extends up the 


leg, the scales are detached and the 
joints become affected. The best pre- 
vention is to at once treat the first 
signs of the trouble appearing, and to 
at once separate afflicted fowls from 
the rest of the flock. One scaly legged 
bird roosting with a flock free from 
the disease will soon spread the dis- 
ease among them. 
It can be effectu- 


ally cured by first washing the legs 
and toes with castile soap and warm 
•water. 
If a soft brush is used it will 


be all the better. 
Afttr the legs and 


toes are dry from the washing, anoint 
with an ointment made with equal 
parts of melted lard aud kerosene. 
Repeat the treatment daily until the 
legs are perfectly clean. 
Some ponl- 


kry writers recommend putting the 
feet and legs in kerosene oil. 
"We 


onsider that not only a grievous mi<5- 
;ake. bnt certainly a painful operation. 
By combining the kerosene with lard 
t is more cooling and a^aliug. Wlii3e

AGRICULTURAL TOPICS, 


W id th of Rowfu 


In planting corn, cotton, potatoes, 
and, in fact, all horse-hoed crops, tho 
rows should be placed far enough 
apart to permit the free use of im­ 
proved tillage toojs, and close enough 
to enable such tools to thoroughly 
work the entire space between the 
rows without an extra passage to “cut 
out the middles.” 
In drilled crops a 
little drawing together of the rows and 
a corresponding widening«of spaces be­ 
tween plants will often give a more 
equal distribution, and a better chanco 
to do best work with the cultivator,— 
The Epitomist. 


Caring for Koscjr. 


Now comes the diseases that roses 
are heir to—mildew, black spot, aphis, 
slug.

Broad Beans. 


Broad beans are among the earliest 


seeds that can be sown in the open 
ground. 
They are very hardy, and 


the first of them may be put in at once. 
As a rule, a stiff soil agrees best with 
them, but as this kind of soil is the 
wettest at this season, it will be best 
to avoid it for the first crop, and to 
sow in rather alight soil that does not 
retain the moisture to any extent. The 
ground should be well manured first, 
and afterward opened with drills about 
a yard apart and three inches deep. 
Sow the seed in a double row along 
the bottom, but keep each seed apart 
about two or three inches. 
Place a 


thin layer of sand over the seed, and

then cover over with the ordinary soil, 
which should be trodden down on the 
top and made very firm.

This 
is particularly true in the early part of 
the season when chilling rains are apt 
to come and chill the little poults. 
Later the turkey may be allowed to 
hatch a brood, and will often bring 
most of them to maturity without much 
assistance from the owner. 
This is 
especially true if they have fa dash of 
wild blood in them, as the wild turkeys 
are very hardy. 
Of the domestic 
varieties the bronze are the hardiest 
and most profitable to keep. 


Scaly Legs In Poultry. 


Scaly legs is a form of scabies or 
mange due to a mite known as the sar- 
coptes mutans, which burrows under 
the skin, beginning between the toes 
by a gradual elevation of the epidermic 
scales, owing to the formation of a 
white powdery 
substance 
beneath 
them. 
The disease extends up the 
leg, the scales are detached and the 
joints become affected. 
The best pre­ 
vention is to at once treat the first 
signs of the trouble appearing, and to 
at once separate afflicted fowls from 
the rest of the flock. 
One scaly legged 
bird roosting with a Hock free from 
the disease will soon spread the dis­ 
ease among them. 
It can be effectu­ 
ally cured by first washing the legs 
and toes with castile soap and warm 
water. 
If a soft brush is used it will 
be all the better. 
After the legs and 
toes are dry from the washing, anoint 
with an ointm ent' made with equal 
parts of melted lard and kerosene, 
Repeat the treatment daily until the 
legs are perfectly clean. 
Some poul­ 
try writers recommend putting the 
feet and legs in kerosene oil. 
We 
consider that not only a grievous mis­ 
take, but certainly a painful operation. 
By combining the kerosene with lard 
it is more cooling and healing. While 
treating the scales do not try to pull 
any off*. 
By so doing you will start 
them to bleed and cause soreness. 
Brush lightly with the soap and water 
and gradually the scales will soften, 
and the ointment will loosen them 
up so that they will drop off', 
Ne­ 
glected cases of scaly legs will so 
weaken the fowl that death will even­ 
tually follow.—Ohio Poultry Journal.

San Francisco and Points of 


Interest in and around 


that City. 


LETTElt V. 


Mil. EDITOH :—As I stated iu my last 


letter, we arrived in San Francisco on 
Monday evening at 5 o'clock. Our first 
move was to hunt up Rev. S. A. 
Diehl and wife, from whom we were 
separated at Auburn. We found them 
getting ready to attend the closing 
services of the Convention. Undergoing 
a hasty toilet ive accompanied them and 
had the pleasure of one session's work. 
The remainder of the week up to date 
was spent in visiting and sight-seeing. 
Among the many varied and interest- 
ing places visited were the Golden 
Gate, Cliff House, Sutro's public baths 
and his private residence and magni- 
ficent gardens and lawns, and last but 
by no means least were the many curi- 
osities left over for permanent exhi- 
bition from the Mid-winter Exposition, 
and the always interesting Seal Rocks 
upon which we saw scores of seals 
basking in the sunshine. All the above 
pleasure-yielding sights are in the vi- 
cinity of the Cliff House, and any single 
one of them are worth coming many 
miles to see. 


We made good use of the street car 


lines in doing up the city. 
I, like 


many other visitors, was a little sur- 
prised to note the steep, sharp hills 
upon which the northern portion of 
the city is built. 
I entertained the 


notion, like many other people, that 
San Francisce was built on a plain. 
We passed through the principal busi 
ness and private residence portions of 


. the city and found many substantial 


and costly houses. The streets are wide, 
well paved, cheerfully lighted at night 
and are cleanly, as are all the towns 
in the extreme west. The population 
is about 250,000. Oakland, just across 
the Bay, with its population of 75,000, 
is the terminal for all the railroad lines 
centering in San Francisco. Large ferry 
boats carrying the passenger traffic ply 
between the two cities. 


On Wednesday our party started out j 


to see Chinatown—a district lying in i 
the very heart of San Francisco. This 
portion of the city is made up entirely 
Chinese, and contains at least 20,000 of 
them. 
Here you may form a pretty 


correct idea as to how they live in 


Here they have their own stores, work 
shops, groceries, restaurants, &c. The 
underlying portion of this district is a 
sight to see. Rev. Diehl and I, ac- 
companied by a trusty guide, visited 
many of the underground opium joints, 
gambling dens, &c., on Thursday night. 
We started out about midnight, and 
the first thing to arrest our attention 
was a crowd of noisy Chinamen sur 
rounding one of their native bauds. 
This band was composed of three mem- 
bers—one blowing a queer sort of horn 
with decidedly queer effect; another 
beating time on some indescribable sort 
of drum, and the other lending his vo- 
cal powers to swell the din. This band 
was parading through the streets of 
Chinatown preceeded by probably 100 
or more Chinese men and boys who 
were engaged in starting small fires 
with kindling wood along the curbing 
of the pavements, about six feet apart. 
Upon these fires others threw papers 
on which were written in Chinese char- 
acters a petition to appease the wrath 
of his Satanic Majesty, the Devil, an 
image of whom they carried in the 
procession immediately behind the fire- 
makers—so called. 
And still others 


came, whose business it was to see that 
every particle of these thousands of 
petitions were entirely destroyed—for 
by and through these fires the prayers 
reach their gods. After the image came 
the priests praying, and following these 
came the common herd. This march- 
ing and burning process continued for 
several hours. 


Having our curiosity fully satisfied 


with the festival, we turned our atten- 
tion to the underground world of im- 
migrated China. The first place to visit 
was an above-ground first-class restau- 
rant. 
Here we found the furniture 


Chinese siyle, and solid mahogany. 
The cooks were neat and cleanly ia 
appearance and their department a 
model. Our uc.\t visit was to an ophun 
joint (underground), and here we saw 
the modus operandi by which thous- 
ands upon thousands of these poor 
creatures are prematurely carried into ! 
the other unseen world. 
One poor 


unfortunate we saw was so far gone 
that his hatds and face -were turning 
a ghastly Mack, and his takin<;-off only 
a matter of a few days. Thus from 
one dismal, gloomy den to another 
through dark, Uncertain and filthy pas- 
sagcs^-frcqucntly encountering natives 
—we passed on and on, Sliding some- 
times low d«ns of infamy filled with 
men and WODIUI, then again gambling 
holes for

1ml pulled out ioi l.^ht 
and civilization, and reached our hot-e] 
at 1 30 a. m. Now, to write out wljat 
I bave seen in detail wonld not ou3y 
shock <hc readers of THE ITEM, but

So, per 


force, I yield to the situation and turn 
to more agreeable and suitable mutter. 


Our next move was a visit to the 


Ldand Stanford estate and the Uni- 
versity buildings erected by hiuh On 
this line and large ebtate arc the unique 
and costly school buildings; his pri- 
vate residence; the stables of 600 val- 
uablc horses; two race tracks, and a 
railroad built under the supervision of 
his only child, a boy of 12 years who 
died in Home, and who had in him 
that which made his father famous 
before him—famous and wealthy—viz: 
skill in railroad construction. This min- 
iature track and rolling stock are pre- 
served as a memorial by his loving 
mother. Mr. Stanford and his son are 
buried on the estate in a magnificent 
tomb, with a space reserved for the 
faithful wife and mother—the only one 
left to enjoy the beauties of her sur 
roundings. 
The University buildings 


and her private residence are some of 
the finest I ever saw. 
Mr. Stanford 


being a wealthy man of fine taste he 
spared neither time nor money to make 
the estate one of the very finest and 
most attractive in the State, and that 
he has succeeded is fully attested to by 
the great numbers of visitors to be 
seen daily wandering through the many 
shady paths and drive-ways enraptur- 
ed and delighted at every step of the 
way. 
On this estate is a Redwood tree 


165 feet in height, for which M?. Stan- 
ford paid the handsome sum of $10,- 
000 to have its precious roots protect- 
ed from the damaging elements. 


We reluctantly left this delightful 


place to take the train for San Jose, 
further South. Here we left the cars 
and took a carriage with four spirited 
horses hooked thereto for a drive of 
28 miles to Mt. Hamilton, on which 
the celebrated Lick telescope is located. 
This monster star-hunter is 57 feet in 
length and four feet in diameter. We 
left San Jose at 1 o'clock p. m., and 
arrived at the observatory at 7 o'clock. 
It took one hour to examine things 
and eat our lunch, and at 8 o'clock 
we took our seats for the descent. 
Just imagine four rapidly moving horses 
drawing a coach down steep mountain 
grades or roads, in many places with 
a space of a few feet only between 
the coach and the outer sides which 
at a large number of places descend- 
ed to a depth of from 50 to 500 feet, 
and that in a length of seven miles 
our team encountered at least 300 turns 
or sharp curves, nau all this in a night 
without a uiooii, niid you can, in a meas- 
ure, realize the excitement of such a 
come-down. 
We got there, however, 


iu good shape about midnight. 


We returned to San Francisco next 


morning and after making some in- 
quiry regarding return tickets we left 
for Martinez, a thriving little town 36m. 
out of San Francisco. We were met 
here by our brother-in-law, C. F. Diehl, 


and were taken 


of 40 acres. 
This 


span of 


to his fruit farm 
farm is known in this section by the 
title or name of Grace Ellen. On this 
ranch are 3,000 fruit trees, such as apri- 
cots, peaches, almonds, &c. Nine acres 
are encumbered with 6000 thrifty, healthy 
grape vines. 
This farm also has a num- 


ber of promising Olive and English 
walnut trees. Mr. D. has surrounding 
him in this his California home all 
that the heart of man may reasonably 
wish for, and in consequence ought to 
be a happy man. 


The adjoining farm upon which Mr. 


George Lyford, Mr. D.'s son-in-law, re- 
sides, contains 70 acres—15 of which 
contains 1,500 fruit trees, and the re- 
maining 55 acres are devoted to grapes 
of which there are 38,000 stocks or 
vines. To give my readers in East an 
idea of the value per acre of a fruit 
farm I will simply state that within 3 
miles from where I write this letter 
parties have been offered $600 to $800 
per acre for their ranches—a fraction 
higher than the fertile lands between 
our place and Gettysburg. These prices 
were current four to five years ago— 
to-day the same farms can be purchased 
for half the money. 


Persons having any reasonable chance 


of making a living in the East should 
remain where they are. In my esti- 
mation this part of the country has 
seen its best days. I have spoken to 
many practical men on my way out— 
old residents—and the one cry is, hard 
times. 


I mentioned in one of my letters the 


huge harvesting machines used in this 
State, and stated that 10 to 12 horses 
were required to draw them. I should 
have said 30 instead of 10 to 12. 


We will likely leave San Francisco 


on Thursday for the southern part of 
California, and in all probability take 
the Southern route for home, sweet home.

An Interesting Letter. 


The letter from the pen of Mr. Jacob i clothes Tine "she" k 


lines of the aforesaid walks are being 
tramped out of all shape. It would not 
require a great amount of money to fill 
the walks with gravel—the material they 
are now made of—to a height sufficient 
to drain the water from them, and 
straighten up the lines. Suppose, how- 
ever, that it does cost a certain amount 
of money now, what amount will be re- 
required after the lapse of a few years to 
put the Square—the walks and sod—in 
their proper shape if this condition of 
affairs is allowed to exist ? It has gone 
on entirely too long already, and the 
sooner it is done the more economical it 
will be. 


We well remember how straight and 


cleanly and in what good condition the 
walks of the Square were kept when the 
late Dr. Hendrix was Burgess. And his 
system was a very simple and cheap one, 
too. It consisted of each spring draw- 
ing lines from one end of each walk to 
the other and then trimming the edges 
to said line. Whenever any place was 
found to be so low that water stood 
therein, gravel sufficient to fill up such 
place was procured and it was filled up. 
Thus each year a little work was done 
on the walks, and the expense was dis- 
tributed—each year receiving its quota. 
The allowing of this system to die out 
has proven to be costly both to the beau- 
ty and symmetry of the Square and the 
treasury of the borough, as is proven by 
the appearance of the walks now and 
the money, time and material it will re- 
quire to properly remedy this condition. 
Let the walks be put in good condition 
by filling them up, and have the lines 
again established, and then keep them 
thus by each year doing a little work 
thereon. It is the best policy that has 
yet been tried. 


The wet season is now close at hand, 


and we would urge the authorities to at- 
tend to the walks as soon as possible, so 
that the beauty of our Square—the pride 
of the town—may be retained.

Better feed them 1 
well all the time and no longer than 
necessary, to get good profits. 
Make 
them weigh almost as much at eight 
months as they used to at twenty. 
This is saving feed, and feeders as well 
as dairvmen are finding it out. 
Do 
not be afraid of wearing out a cow by 
giving her enough to eat. 
Keep her 
at her best all the time. 
For milch 
cows, nothing is better than now hay 
or youug clover hay, also good sweet 
ensilage, which is much sweeter and 
more nutritious than timothy. 
Over­ 
ripe timothy hay is of little value. 
It 
makes poor meadows, poor cows, poor 
milk and poor butter. 
Milk cows 
should have constant access to water 
in the barn. 
They eat a great deal of 
dry food, and must have plenty of 
water to help digest it and make milk. 
Good feeding and good care cost noth­ 
ing and make a farmer rich. 
Poor 
feeding, a dirty barn and poor care, 
cost a great deal, and make many 
farmers very poor.—American Agri­ 
culturist.

Perforated bails. 


An Italian sea cajitain. Gio Uatta 
Vassallo, of Genoa, has made a very 
interesting innovation in the use of 
sails of ordinary sailing vessels. 
He 
claims that the force of wind cannot 
fully take effect in a sail, since the air 
in front of it cannot properly circu­ 
late in the inflated part, and remains 
stationary immediately in front of 
part of tho sail proper. 
He avoids 
this stagnation of air, as he calls it, 
by the application of a number of 
small holes in that part of tbe sail 
where the depression is deepest when 
it is filled ; these holes are reinforced 
like a buttonhole so that they will 
not tear out. 


Trials made in various weather have 
resulted as follows: With a light wind 
a boat with ordiuary sails made foui 
knots, while the newsail increased the 
speed to five and a quarter knots. In 
a fresh breeze the respective speeds 
were seven and eight and three-quar­ 
ter knots, and in a strong wind they 
were eight and ten knots per hour. It 
stands to reason that the doing awaj> 
with a layer of air, which cannot es­ 
cape past the sides of a sail, must in 
crease the efficiency of tho sailboat. 
Where the wind formerly struck c 
cushion of air, which acted like t 
spring mattress, decreasing the ac 
tual pressure of the wind against the 
canvas, this current of air now strikos 
the sail direct, and, of course, has a 
greater efficiency.

Select lug the Brood Sow. 


A hog raiser recently stated that in 


his opinion we have impaired our stock 
by breeding from the original razor 
back. From experience and observa- 
tion, I find that this is not the trouble 
with the hogs of the present day. The 
secret of success is, first, to have good, 
strong, healthy pigs to start with. To 
be certain of this, be very particular 
in the selection of breeding stock. A 
great many will pick their breeding 
stock in a haphazard way and the re- 
sult is small, weak pigs. It is an as- 
sured fact that the male parent deter- 
mines the outward appearance of the 
pig, and the dam the internal, or in 
other words, the constitution. In se- 
lecting the brood sow, pick from a 
wolific, well constituted, rapid grow- 
ing and healthy family. 


After finding a family of the kind I 


have just described, the next thing to 
do is to see if there are any individuals 
in the family that will make a good 
brood sow. Avoid one with too large 
a bone (just medium size), thick hide 
and a woolly bristling coat of hair. 
These characteristics denote 
slow 


growth and hard feeding qualities. A 
hog that will grow rapidly and carry 
enough flesh to be marketable at any 
time at the top price is the kind 
wanted. To get a hog of this type, 
there are a few very important points 
to be taken into consideration. 
It 


should have a nice, smooth, glossy 
coat of hair. Avoid the swirl, stiff 
ears, narrowness between the eyes, 
light jowls, long nose, 
contracted 


chest and bad colors. The hog should 
have good medium-sized bone and 
stand straight upon its feet. Some 
may say that it is not necessary to 
note all these points in the selection of 
he brood sow. I will just say that if 
you expect to raise hogs that will take 
the eye of the buyer and bring the top 
price, at any time, you cannot be too 
particular about the above hints.—M. 
C. Thomas, of Ohio, in the New Eng- 
land Homestead.

Excessive Swarming. 


During the best honey seasons bees 


will naturally swarm to excess. TMs 
is more particularly true of the Italian, 
and other new races of bees. This 
can be governed by proper attention, 
and the result will be a large honey 
crop instead of a large increase of 
colonies. Bees, in their natural state, 
do not store large quantities of sur- 
plus honey as they do in the hands of 
the expert apiarist, hence success only 
follows proper manipulation, but you 
must know how to do it, and when to 
doit. 


If bees are in proper shape, and 


have plenty of storage room for honey 
rightly arranged, they will continue 
to do a profitable business in storing 
honey until the swarming fever takes 
hold of them, and from this time forth 
they will continue to increase at the 
expense of the honey crop. 


To a great extent it is an easy mat- 


ter to control swarming or increase of 
colonies, by simply giving them plenty 
of storage room. 


Bees swarm, why? Because they 


become so populous that the hive is 
not large enough to accommodate 
them, and they have neither room to 
store honey, rear brood, nor remain 
comfortable in the hive, and this is 
what causes excessive increase. Now, 
to remove the cause will stop a large 
per cent, of swarming, and this has 
been demonstrated time and again by 
giving an abundance of room. 
This 


not only discourages swarming, but is 
the proper management for the foun- 
dation of a large crop of surplus 
lioney. 


The nine-tenths of all swarms can 


be controlled or prevented otherwise, 
but it is always in order to thus give 
plenty of storage room daring the 
swarming, or honey season. 
Swarms 


will not issue without queens, and if 
we prevent the rearing of queens we 
prevent swarming. 
Swarms will not 


issue before eight or ten days after 
making preparations for swarming by 
building queen cells, hence if we but 
go through each colony once a week 
and take out the queen cells, we. v. ill 
rarely have a swarm to couie off. 


There are no particular objections, 


ordinarily, to a moderate increase of 
i»ces. when honey is the principal ob- 
je^t, by allowing a few swarms, or 
making a few divisions artificially, as 
many cases will require it to produce 
the best results. Exceptional colonies 
persist in swarming, and will do but 
little good others i«e, when, if allowed 
to s-ttnrm, they will get down to busi- 
ness and doJwelJ. In some cases n col- 
ony will become so populous, and wiii 
occupy so much room, that an ordinary 
liive will not accommodate tliem. and 
in many instances of this kind they 
will almost double the amount of 
boney gathered, if allowed to swarm. 


All swarming should stop at one 


Swarm to the colony in any event, as

LETTER V. 


Mu. E d it o r 
As I stated in my last 


letter, \vc arrived in San Francisco on 
Monday evening at 5 o’clock. Our first 
move was to hunt up Rev* S. A. 
Diehl and wife, from whom we were 
separated at Auburn. 
We found them 
getting ready to attend the closing 
services of the Convention. Undergoing 
a hasty toilet we accompanied them and 
had the pleasure of one session’s work. 
The remainder of the week up to date 
was spent in visiting and sight-seeing. 
Among the many varied and interest­ 
ing placcs visited were the Golden 
Gate, Cliff House, Sutro’s public baths 
and his private residence and magni­ 
ficent gardens and lawns, and last but 
by no means least were the many curi­ 
osities left over for permanent exhi­ 
bition from the Mid-winter Exposition, 
and the always interesting Seal Rocks 
upon which we saw scores of seals 
basking in the sunshine. 
All the above 
pleasure-yielding sights are in the vi­ 
cinity of the Cliff House, and any single 
one of them are worth coming many 
miles to sec. 


We made good use of the street car 
lines in doing up the city. 
I, like 
many other visitors, was a little sur­ 
prised to note the steep, sharp hills 
upon which the northern portion of 
the city is built. 
I entertained the 
notion, like many other people, that 
San Francisco was built on a plain. 
We passed through the principal busi 
ness and private residence portions of 
the city and found many substantial 
and costly houses. The streets are wide, 
well paved, cheerfully lighted at night 
and are cleanly, as are all the towns 
in the extreme west. The population 
is about 250,000. 
Oakland, just across 
the Bay, with its population of 75,000, 
is the terminal for all the railroad lines 
centering in San Francisco. Large ferry 
boats carrying the passenger traffic ply 
between the two cities. 


On Wednesday our party started out 
to see Chinatown—a district lying in 
the very heart of San Francisco. This 
portion of the city is made up entirely* 
Chinese, and contains at least 20,000 of 
them. 
Here you may form a pretty 
correct idea as to how they live in 
their native cities and towns in China. 
Here they have their own stores, work 
shops, groceries, restaurants, &c. The 
underlying portion of this district is a 
sight to sec. 
Rev. Diehl and I, ac­ 
companied by a trusty guide, visited 
many of the underground opium joints, 
gambling dens, &c., on Thursday night. 
We started out about midnight, and 
the first thing to arrest our attention 
was a crowd of noisy Chinamen sur 
rounding one of their native bands. 
This band was composed of three mem­ 
bers—one blowing a queer sort of horn 
with decidedly queer effect; another 
beating time on some indescribable sort 
of drum, and the other lending his vo­ 
cal powers to swell the din. This band 
was parading through the streets of 
Chinatown proceeded by probably 100 
or more Chinese men and boys who 
were engaged in starting small fires 
with kindling wood along the curbing 
of the pavements, about six feet apart. 
Upon these fires others threw papers 
on which were written in Chinese char­ 
acters a petition to appease the wrath 
of his Satanic Majesty, the Devil, an 
image of whom they carried in the 
procession immediately behind the fire- 
makers—so called. 
And still others 
came, whose business it was to see that 
every particle of these thousands of 
petitions were entirely destroyed—for 
by and through these fires the prayers 
reach their gods. After the image came 
the priests praying, and following these 
came the common herd. This march­ 
ing and burning process continued for 
several hours. 


Having our curiosity fully satisfied 
with the festival, we turned our atten­ 
tion to the underground world of im­ 
migrated China. The first place to visit 
was an above-ground first-class restau­ 
rant. 
Here we found the furniture 
Chinese style, and solid mahogany. 
The cooks were neat and eleunly in 
appearance and their department a 
model. 
Our next visit was to an opium 
joint (underground), and here we saw 
the modus operandi by which thous­ 
ands upon thousands of these poor 
creatures are prematurely carried into 
the other unseen world, 
One poor 
unfortunate we saw was so far gone 
that his haids ,and face were turning 
a ghastly black, and his taking-off only 
a matter of a few days.

The Walks Again. 


Tho rains Monday night and Tuesday 
forcibly reminded us that the suggestion 
in a recent issue of Tub Item that the 
walks through our Square should be fill- 
I ed up before the wet season sets in, has 
! so far gone by unheeded by the authori- 
' tics of the Borough. It requires no very 
; heavy rain to scud pedestrians out upon 
j the sod or grass along the walks in the 
I Square, and the consequence is that the 
i lines of the aforesaid walks arc being 
tramped out of all shape. It would not 
require a great amount of money to fill 
the walks with gravel—the material they 
arc now made of—to a height sufficient 
to drain the water from them, and 
straighten up the lines. Suppose, how­ 
ever, that it docs cost a certain amount 
of money now, what amount will be re- 
required after the lapse of a few years to 
put the Square—the walks and sod—in 
their proper shape if this condition of 
affairs is allowed to exist? It has gone 
on entirely too long already, and the 
sooner it is done the more economical it 
will be. 


We well remember how straight and 
cleanly and in what good condition the 
walks of the Square were kept when the 
late Dr. Hendrix was Burgess. And his 
system was a very simple and cheap one, 
too. It consisted of each spring draw­ 
ing lines from one end of each walk to 
the other and then trimming the edges 
to said line. Whenever any place was 
found to be so low that water stood 
therein, gravel sufficient to fill up such 
place was procured and it was filled up. 
Thus each year a little work was done 
on the walks, and the expense was dis­ 
tributed—each year receiving its quota. 
The allowing of this system to die out 
has proven to be costly both to the beau­ 
ty and symmetry of the Square and the 
treasury of the borough, as is proven by 
the appearance of the walks now and 
the money, time and material it will re­ 
quire to properly remedy this condition. 
Let the walks be put in good condition 
by filling them up, and have the lines 
again established, and then keep them 
thus by each year doing a little work 
thereon. It is the best policy that has 
yet been tried. 


The wet season is now close at hand, 
and we would urge the authorities to at­ 
tend to the walks as soon as possible, so 
that the beauty of our Square—the pride 
of the town—may be retained. 


An Important Question,

Mr. Editor:—At different times of 
late has the attention of our citizens 
been called through the columns of Tiie 
I tem to the fast and reckless driving 
that is bting practiced daily upon our 
streets, not only endangering the lives of 
our children but making it unsafe for 
adults to attempt to cross the streets at 
times.

must know how to do it, and when to 
do it. 


If bees are in proper shape, and 
have plenty of storage room for honey 
rightly arranged, they will continue 
to do a profitable business in storing 
honey until the swarming fever takes 
hold of them, and from this time forth 
they will continue to increase at the 
expense of the honey crop. 


To a great extent it is an easy mat­ 
ter to control swarming or increase of 
colonies, by simply giving them plenty 
of storage room. 


Bees swarm, why? Because they 
become so populous that the hive is 
not large enough to accommodate 
them, and they have neither room to 
store honey, rear brood, nor remain 
comfortable in the hive, and this is 
what causes excessive increase. 
Now, 
to remove the cause will stop a large 
per cent, of swarming, and this has 
been demonstrated time and again by 
giving an abundance of room. 
This 
not only discourages swarming, but is 
the proper management for the foun­ 
dation of a large crop of surplus 
honey. 


The nine-tenths of all swarms can 
be controlled or prevented otherwise, 
but it is always in order to thus give 
plenty of storage room during the 
swarming, or honey season. 
Swarms 
will not issue without queens, and if 
we prevent the rearing of queens we 
prevent swarming. 
Swarms will not 
issue before eight or ten days after 
making preparations for swarming by 
building queen cells, hence if we but 
go through each colony once a week 
and take out the queen cells, we will 
rarely have a swarm to come off*. 


There are no particular objections, 
ordinarily, to a moderate increase of 
bees, when honey is the principal ob­ 
ject, by allowing a few swarms, or 
making a few divisions artificially, as 
many cases will require it to produce 
the best results. Exceptional colonies 
persist in swarming, and will do but 
little good otherwise, when, if allowed 
to swarm, they will get down to busi­ 
ness and dojwell. In some cases a col­ 
ony will become so populous, and will 
occupy so much room, that an ordinary 
hive will not accommodate them, and 
in many instances of this kind they 
will almost double the amount of 
honey gathered, if allowed to swarm. 


All swarming should stop jat one 
4 warm to th^ colony in any event, as 
second swarms are not profitable under 


some thought, as well as muscle, to 
his work.

A bill to provide the necessary rev- 
enues for the iroverninent has already 
pasfled the house of representatives and 
the senate, and awaits executive ac- 
tion. 


Another question of very great im- 
portance is that o£ tbe establishment 
of our currency and banking system 
on a better basis, which I commented 
upon in my Inaugural address as fol- 
lows: 


"Our financial system needs some re- 
vision; 
our money is all ffood now, 
but its value 
must 
not further 
be 
threatened. 
It f?houId all be put upon 
an enduring- basis, not subject to easy 
attack, nor its Btability to doubt or dis- 
pute. 


"The several form? of our 
paper 
money offer, In my judgment, a con- 
stant embarrassment to the govern- 
ment and imperil a safe balance in the 
treasury/' 


Nothing was settled more clearly at 
the late national election than the de- 
termination upon the part of the people 
to keep their currency stable in value 
and equal to that of the most advanced 
nations of the world. 


The soundness of our currency is no- 
where questioned. 
No loss can occur 
to its holders. It is the system whii-h 
should be simplified and strengthened, 
keeping our money just as good as it is 
now, with less expense to the govern- 
ment and the people. 


The sentiment 
of 
the country 
Is 
strongly in favor of early action by 
congress In this direction, to revise our 
currency laws and remove them from' 
partisan contention, 


A notable assembly of business men,' 
with delegates from 29 states and ter- 
ritories, was held at Indianapolis in 
January of this year. 
The 
financial 
situallon commanded their earnest at- 
tention, and after a two days' session 
the convention recommended to con- 
gress the appointment of a monetary 
commisston. 


I commend: this report to the con- 
sideration of congress. The authors of 
the report recommend a commission 
"to make a thorough investigation of 
the monetary aiTairs and needs of this 
country In all relations and aspects, 
and to make proper suggestions as to 
any evils found to exist and the reme- 
dies therefor." 


This subject should receive the at- 
tention of congress at Its special ses- 
sion. It ought not to be postponed un- 
til the regular session. 


I therefore urgently recommend that 
a special commission be created, non- 
partisan in its character, to be com- 
posed of v/ell-informed citizens of dif- 
ferent parties, who will command the 
conflflence of congress and the coun- 
try becau.ge of their special fitness for 
the work, whose duty it shall be to 
make recommendations 
of 
what'jver 
chanses in our present banking and 
currency laws may be found necessary 
ond expedient, and to report their con- 
clusions on or before tne first day of 
November next. In order that the same 
may be transmitted by me to congress 
for Its consideration at its first regular 
session. 


It Is to be hoped that the report thu, 
made will be so comprehensive and 
eound as to receive the support of all 
parties and the favorable action of con- 
gress.

While the senate referred both the mes- 
sage and the house bill to the finance 
committee.

Washington,, July 27,—The eecratary 
of the treasury holds that the new 
tariff aot was In effect at the beginning 
of the day on which it received the ap- 
proval of the president, and therefore 
became operative after midnight on 
Friday, July 23. 
Assistant Secretary 
Howell today sent the following tele- 
gram to collectors of customs: 
"De- 
partment holds that new tariff law 
covers and includes all customs busi- 
ness of July 24." 


The treasury department expccts tts 
decision In regard to when the ¿Ingley 
bill went into effect to be tested in 
court, but the secretary and his assist- 
ants are confident that thGii* ruling 
that the bill covered all day of Satur- 
day, July 24, will be upheld.

The Atlanta Constitution says: The

spread that it was taken Tip by the 
Philadelphia convention of representa- 
tives from all the colonies," The truth 
of history now does justice to the 
memory of >the men who blazedsithe 
way for independence, and their de- 
scendants take just j^ride in its cele- 
bration. 


An interesting experiment is being 
made in a township in Northern Ohio, 
which involves the abolition of the old 
district school. 
Instead of having 
numerous such schools scattered over 
the countrj^, one big schoolhouse has 
been built in the centre of the town- 
ship, and every morning light covered 
rigs holding twenty-five persons each 
run through the township gathering 
up the pupils and taking them to 
school, and then, at the close of the 
session, returning them to their homes. 
By the nev/ arrangement, which works 
io i^erfection, thez'e is a gi'eat saving 
in fuel and the wear and tear of sever- 
al buildings, the number of teachers 
necessary is reduced, 
and there is 
more interest in school afiairs among 
the pupils. 
Another advantage of the 
scheme is that the children do not 
have to M'ade to school through the 
mud in wet weather and get their feet 
wet, making a doctor's services neces- 
sary. 
The i^lan is said to also have 
resulted in a decrease of taxes. 


Justice Stephen J. Field recently 
completed 
a service of thirty-four 
years on the supreme bench of the 
United States. 
He-was appointed and 
commissioned the 10th of March, 18G3, 
but with a touch of sentiment, not out 
of keeping with his charactei*, he took 
the oath of office and entered upon his 
duties on the 20th of 3Iay following, 
his father's eighty-second birthday. 
Ho has thus served a longer period 
than anyone who has sat on the bench 
since it was organized, excei^t Chief 
Justice Marshall alone, who served 
thirty-four j^ears five months and six 
days. 
Ml*. Justice Story was the next 
longest in point of time, his teiun 
]jeing thirty-three years nine months 
and twenty-two days. 
Justice Field's 
professional and judicial life extends 
over a period of fifty-six years. When 
lie was admitted to the bar in ISII all 
but one of his present associates on 
the bench were babes or lads at school. 
That one, 3Ir. Justice White, was not 
born. 
Four of them at least are young 
enough to have been his sons, and one 
of them, IVlr. Justice Brewer, is his 
•toephew.

THE hLECTRIC BOLT GENERALLY HAS 
THINGS ITS OWN WAY, 


It Pay« But liittlo Attontion to lioiU— 
Traffic Kxporionoo of Somo ICxpcvl- 
inontPrs—T^iirlituiiur T^Jav Kill AVithout 
Striking—Other Odd Things Ahotit It, 
Evpvy year, for some seasons past, 
llie United States Government has 
issued a little i)amplilet., comi^iled by 
Mr. McAdie, of the United 
States 
Geodetic Snrvey, giving statistical in- 
formation on the subject of lightning. 
This pamphlet shows that -while the 
number of deaths from lightning has 
increased each year for some time 
past, the increase has not been more 
rapid than the gro^vth of population. 
Last year it -was about 500 for the 
whole country, and it may console the 
timid person to reflect that his or her 
chance of injury from this cause is 
something like one in 140,000, which, 
as a philosopher has remarked in an- 
other connection, is very consoling if 
you can be certain that you are not the 
one. 


The greatest scientific authority on 
the subject of lightning is Dr, Oliver 
J, Lodge, of the University College, 
Liverpool. 
In 
this country it is 
probable that there is no mauAvho has 
a greater fund of practical information 
as to the nature and characteristics of 
lightning than Mr. William A. Eddy, 
of Bayonne, N. J., who is a follower 
and close student of Dr. Lodge. 


"The general fear of lightning is not 
entirely without reason," said Mr. Ed- 
dy, in discussing the subject, '*for it 
is capable of great devastation. 
Ex- 
perimental scientists have been very 
chary of tackling this subject, and this 
is probably the reason why the scien- 
tific knowledge of lightning has not 
kept pace with x^rogress in other lines 
of investigation. 
The study of light- 
. ning has been greatly retarded by a 
terrible 
accident 
which 
happened 
more than 100 years ago. 


"Franklin may justly be given the 
honor of being the pioneer in the prac- 
tical study of lightning. 
After his re- 
markable feat a score of investigator 
in different parts of the world began to 
make a study of lightning. 
Most of 
these experiments were brought to a 
sudden termination by an 
incident 
suflSciently tragic to shake the nerves 
of even a cool-blooded man of science. 
An experimenter named Richmond, in 
St. Petersburg, had built a laboratory, 
which contained, among other thing, 
the lower end of a lightning rod 100 
f€iet high, which he had erected, and 
from which he had succeeded in draw- 
ing off electrical charges of consider- 
able force. 
One day, -while Richmond 
was working in his laboratory, a thun- 
dev storm came up. 
Lightning struck 
the" lofty rod, flashed down it and 
killed the scholar at his work, badly 
burning and mangling his body. That 
put an end to experiments with light- 
ning for the time being. 
Toward the 
end of the century there were one or 
two fatalities in Prance, which acted 
as a further detriment, and caused 
Voltaire to remark, in a quotation 
•which I get through Dr. Lodge: 'There 
are some kings whom one must not 
approach too closely, and lightning is 
one of these.' 
Lodge, therefore, Tound 
an almost unworked field before him 
when he began his experiments." 


The essential characteristic of light- 
ning, and the one that accounts for 
most of its vagaries, according to Dr. 
Lodge, is its "impulsive rush.'* 
In 
unscientific language this means that 
when a charge of lightning breaks 
through a cloud and starts for the 
, earth it moves with a rush so vehe- 
ment that no ordinary conductor will 
turn it from the j^ath it elects to 
follow. 


"There are many cases to illustrate 
this," says Dr. Lodge. 
"Here is a 
striking one: In May, 1889, lightning 
struck and nearly demolished a brick 
wall in a small English town. Directly 
opposite the wall at the point Avhere it 
was struck, and u(»t six feet away, 
fltood a gas lamp. 
Gas is one of the 
best conductors of electricity, and the 
lamp was some feet higher than the 
wall. 
On the old theory of attraction 
the lightning ought to have gone for 
the lamp, but, as a matter of fact, it 
was not injured.'* 


There have been repeated instances 
where lightning has struck a roof al- 
though it had a rod to protect it, and 
in some cases the roof had been struck 
only a few feet from tho rod itself. 


On this theory, lightning rods are of 
little value. 
As Dr. Lodge has abun- 
dantly proved, lightning may travel 
down a rod to the earth without doing 
any damage in case the rod happens to 
be in its path, but the stroke will sel- 
dom turn aside to follow the rod. 


It must not be supposed from this 
that it is im2)ossible to secure im- 
munity 
from injury by lightning. 
Some buildings are protected by the 
very character of their construction. 


Another ¡peculiar thing about light- 
ning, according to experts, is that a 
pex'son may bo killed or an object set 
on lire by lightning without being 
actually struck by the current which 
descends from the clouds. 
This is 
due, so says M., Lodge, to the "surg- 
ing current," which is another char- 
acteristic of the lightning stroke. 
It 
is a little dillicult for the untrained 
mind to understand what is meant by 
the "surging current," but the theory 
of Mr, Lodge, that when a lightning 
Utruke descends to the earth «t uny

A Grave liobbor's Atioinpt Follotl liccaus® 
tlio Victim AVns Deaf. 


"The newspapers do not get all the 
attempts at crime, or even the crimes 
committed,''volunteered a policeman 
to a Star reporter, "though they get a 
great many things in that line, 
I 
heard of a job which occurred in the 
northwestern part of the city some 
time since which almost succeeded, 
and 
which for boldness 
surpassed 
anything that I had ever heard of be- 
fore. 
The fellow who managed it was 
an ex-grave robber, and one of the 
most intelligent of his class. 
He con- 
ceived the idea of blackmailing a 
gentleman who resides in an elegant 
house up town. 
Securing the remains 
of a young woman who had been buried 
the day before, he carried the body at 
night to the stable of the gentleman in 
question, 
the stable adjoining the 
house. 
It is the habit of the gentle- 
man in question to stay out rather late 
at nipcht, and it appears the grave rob- 
ber knew of this. 
As he was about 
entering his house the grave robber 
spoke to him, telling him that he had 
information that there was a body of 
a woman in his stable and that unless 
he was well paid he would inform the 
police, and that unless there was a 
good explanation made it would go 
hard with the gentleman in question.

AGRICULTURAL TOPICS. 


•VViath of KOAVP. 


In planting corn, cotton, potatopf*, 
and, in fact, all horse-hood crops, tho 
rows should be placed far enough 
apart to jjermit the free use of im- 
proved tillage toojs, and close enough 
to enable such 
tools to 
thoroughly 
work the entire space between 
the 
rows without an extra passniie to "cut 
out the middles." 
In drilled crops a 
little di'awing together of the rows and 
a corresponding widening«of spaces be- 
tween plants Avill often give a more 
equal distribution.and a better chance 
to do best work with the cultivator.— 
The Epitomist. 


Cnvliiff for KOSCA. 


XoAv comes the diseases that rosea 
are heir to—mildew, black spot, aphis, 
slug. 
All these will make a severe 
test of your love for the garden queen. 
But all maybe successfully battled if 
you have perseverance. 


Hellebore applied under the leaves 
with a bellows will rout the slug. 
Tobacco stems chopped fine and scat- 
tered about the roots or burned in a 
pan under the bushes are also eflica- 
cious. 


Frequent 
spraying with ammonia 
water, not too strong, will conquer the 
red spider. 


Keep the earth well Avorked and 
water two or three times a week thor- 
oughly, and you have done enough in 
this direction. 


Take care that you make cuttings of 
the more tender sorts, so that you may 
iprovide against loss. 


IJroinl Ilcaiis. 


Broad beans are among the earliest 
seeds that can be sown in the open 
ground. 
They are very hardy, and 
the first of them may be put in at once. 
As a rule, a stifl' soil agrees best with 
them, but as this kind of soil is the 
wettest at this season, it will be best 
to avoid it for the first crop, and to 
sow in rather alight soil that does not 
retain the moisture to any extent. The 
ground should be well manured 
first, 
and afterward opened with drills about 
a yard apart and three inches deep. 
Sow the seed in a double row along 
the bottom, but keep each seed apart 
about two or three inches. 
Place a 
thin layer of sand over the seed, and 
then cover over with the ordinary soil, 
which should be trodden down on the 
top and made very firm, A thin layer 
of ashes may be put over all, as this 
hinders the snails from eating the 
young plants,[and a lookout must be 
kept that mice do not eat the seed.— 
The Ledger. 


Mana;{:eiucni of Breedliijj Turkey. 


Turkeys during the breeding season 
are apt to wander far from home, and 
the hens 1 ave a fashion of hiding their 
nests in secluded places where it is 
hard to find them. 
If turkeys are kept 
tame they will not go so far away to 
find their nests, but will take 
quite 
kindly to nests that are provided for 
them in out-of-the-way corners near 
the outbuildings of the farm. 
It is 
best to hatch the earliest laid turkey 
eggs under chicken hens, as they keep 
close to the house, while a turkey 
mother will go so far that her brood 
will tire out trying to follow her. This 
is particularly true in the early i)artof 
the season when chilling rains are apt 
to come and chill the little poults. 
Later the turkey may be allowed to 
hatch a brood, and will often bring 
most of them to maturity without much 
assistance from the owner. 
This ia 
esi^ecially true if they have fa dash of 
wild blood in them, as the wild turkeys 
are very hardy. 
Of the domestic 
varieties the bronze are the hardiest 
and most profitable to keep. 


Scaly 
In roultry. 


Scaly legs is a form of scabies or 
mange due to a mite known as the sar- 
coptes mutans, which burrows under 
the skin, beginning between the toes 
by a gradual elevation of the epidermic 
scales, owing to the formation of a 
•white ijowdery 
substance 
beneath 
them. 
The disease extends up the 
leg, the scales are detached and the 
joints become afíected. The best pre- 
vention is to at once treat the first 
signs of the trouble appearing, and to 
at once separate afllicted fowls from 
the rest of the flock. One scaly legged 
bird roosting with a llock free from 
the disease will soon spread the dis- 
ease among them. 
It can be effectu- 
ally cured by first wiiwhing the legs 
and toes Avith castile soap and warm 
water. 
If a soft brush is used it Avill 
be all the better. 
After the legs and 
toes are dry from the washing, anoint 
with an ointment" made with equal 
parts of melted lard and kerosene, 
Hepeat the treatment daily until the 
legs nxe perfectly clean. 
Some poul- 
M'y writers recommend putting the 
feet and legs in keroseno oil. 
We 
consider that not only a grievous mis- 
take, but certainly a ijaiuful operation. 
J3y combining the kerosene with lard 
it is more coolijig and healing. While 
treating the scales do not try to pull 
any oil'. 
By so doing you will start 
them to bleed and cause soreness. 
Brush lightly with the soai? and water 
and gradually the scales will soften, 
and the ointment will loosen 
them 
up so that they Avill drop olf. 
Ne- 
glected cases of scaly lega Avill so 
weaken the fowl that death will even- 
tually follow.—Ohio Poultry Journal.

San Francisco and Points of 
Interest in and around 
that City. 


LETTEU V. 


Mu. EDITOK :—AS I stated iu my last 


letter, we arrived in Sau Fraucisco on 
Moudaj» evening at 5 o'clock. Our first 
move was to hunt up Rev. S. A. 
Dielil and wife, from whom we were 
separated at Auburn. 
We found them 
gettincc ready to attend 
the 
closing 
iservircs of the Convention. Undergoing 
a hasty toilet we accompanied them and 
had the pleasure of one session's work. 
The remainder of the week up to date 
was spent in visiting and sight-seeing. 
Among the many varied and interest- 
ing i^accs visited were the 
Golden 
Gate, ClilT House, Sutro's public baths 
and his private residence and magni- 
ficent gardens and lawns, and last but 
by no means least were the many curi- 
osities left over for permanent exhi- 
bition from the Mid-wnter Exposition, 
and the always interesting Seal Rocks 
upon which we saw scores of seals 
basking in the sunshine. 
All the above 
pleasure-yielding sights are in the vi- 
<;iuity of the CliiT House, and any single 
one of them arc worth coming many 
miles to sec. 


We made good use of the street car 
lines in doing up the city. 
I, like 
many other visitors, was a little sur- 
prised to note the steep, sharp hills 
upon which the northern portion of 
the city is built. 
I entertained the 
notion, like many other people, that 
San Fraucisco was built on a plain. 
Wc passed through the principal busi 
ness and private residence portions of 
the city and found many substantial 
and costly houses. The streets are wide, 
well paved, cheerfully lighted at uifi:ht 
and are cleanly, as are all the towns 
in the extreme west. 
The population 
is about 250,000. 
Oakland, just across 
the Bay, with its population of 75,000, 
is the terminal for all the railroad lines 
centering iu San Francisco. Large ferry 
boats carrying the passenger tralllc ply 
between the two cities. 


On Wednesday our party started out 
to see Ohmatown—a district lying in 
the very heart of San Francisco. 
This 
portion of the city is made up entirely 
Chinese, and contains at least 20,000 of 
them. 
Here you may form a pretty 
correct idea as to how they live iu 
their native cities and towns in China. 
Here they have their own stores, work 
shops, groceries, restaurants, &c. The 
underlying portion of this district is a 
sight to see. 
Rev. Diehl and I, ac- 
companied by a trusty guide, visited 
many of the underground opium joints, 
gambling dens, ¿cc., on Thursday night. 
We started out about midnight, and 
the first thing to arrest our attention 
was a crowd of noisy Chinamen sur 
rounding one of their native bands. 
This band was composed of three mem- 
bers—one blowing a queer sort of horn 
with decidedly queer ciTcct; another 
beating time on some indescribable sort 
of drum, and the other lending his vo- 
cal powers to swell the din. This band 
was parading through the streets of 
Chinatown precceded by probably 100 
or more Chinese men and bo3^s who 
were engaged in starting small fires 
with kindling wood along the curbing 
of the pavements, about six feet apart. 
Upon these fires others threw papers 
on which were written in Chinese char- 
acters a petition to appease the wrath 
of his Satanic Majesty, the Devil, an 
image of whom they carried in the 
procession iiumediutely behind the fire- 
makers—so called. 
And 
still others 
came, whose business it was to see that 
every particle of these thousands of 
petitions were entirely destroyed-—for 
by and through these fires the prayers 
reach their gods. After the image camc 
the priests praying, and following these 
came the common herd. This march- 
ing and burning process continued for 
several hours. 


Having our curiosity fully satisfied 
with the festival, we turned our atten- 
tion to tlie underground world of im- 
migrated China. The first place to visit 
an above-ground first-class restau- 
rant. 
Here we found the furniture 
Chinese style, and solid 
mahogany, 
Tlie cooks were neat and cleuuly m 
appearance and their 
department 
a 
model. 
Our next visit Avas to an opium 
joint (underground), and liere wc saw 
the modus oi)crundi by which thous- 
ands upon thousitiids of these poor 
creatures are prematurely carried into 
the other unseen world. 
One poor 
unfortunate we saw was so far gone 
that his hatds ,and face were turning 
a ghastly bhick, and his taking-oil only 
a matter of a few days. 
Thus from 
one dismal, gloomy den to another 
through dark, uncertain and filthy pas- 
sages—frequently encountering natives 
—wo passed on and on, finding some- 
times low d<ins of infamy filled with 
men and women, then again gambling 
holes for men only, then stumbling 
through 
some dark court M'e would 
suddenly euierge on crowds of noisy 
Chiuiuiieu haU'-beus over making night 
hideuus with tlieir revelries. 
We pass- 
ed throujrh M'imt is known as mui- 
tlerer's alley. 
Tnis is decidedly an ap- 
propriate name tor the place. A mnn's 
lile jnay be taken here with the out- 
side world no Wiser for the deed. 
In 
fact murders nave I)eeu commiitud here 
from wliich the alley tukcs its nuuic. 
As we did not fancy the looks of the 
good ciiizens of 
this choice 
retreat, 
we lost no time trying to read the 
hieroglyphics over the doors of their 
beer gaigeiib or palaciis, (over the luft, 
you knowl) but pulled out for light 
and civilii^ation, and reached our hotel 
at 180 a. m. Now, to write out what 
I have Been in detail would not only 
shock the readers of Tuis ITKM, ljut 
Would nil one cnliru page, 
bo, per- 


forcc, I yield to the situation and turn 
to more acfrccablc and suitable matter. 


Our next move was a visit to the 
Lclaud Stanford estate and the Uni- 
versity buildings erected by him. On 
this fine and large estate are the unique 
and costly school buildings; his pri- 
vate residence; the stables of 600 val- 
uable horses; two race tracks, and a 
railroad built under the supervision of 
his only child, a boy of 12 years who 
died in Rome, and who had in him 
that which made his father famous 
before him—famous and wealthy—viz: 
skill in railroad construction. This min- 
iature track and rolling stock arc pre- 
served as a memorial by his loving 
mother. 
Mr. Stanford and his son are 
buried on the estate in a magnificent 
tomb, with a space reserved for the 
faithful wife and mother—the only one 
left to enjoy the beauties of her sur- 
roundings. 
The University buildings 
and her private residence arc some of 
the finest I ever saw. 
Mr, Stanford 
being a Avealthy man of fine taste he 
spared neither time nor money to make 
the estate one of the very finest and 
most attractive in the State, and that 
he has succeeded is fully attested to by 
the great numbers of visitors to be 
siion daily wandering through the many 
shady paths and drive-ways enraptur- 
ed and delighted at every step of the 
way. On this estate is a Ked\vood tree 
165 feet in height, for which Mi. Stan- 
ford paid the handsome sum of $10,- 
000 to have its precious roots protect- 
ed from the damaging elements. 


Wo reluctantly left this delightful 
place to take the train for San Jose, 
further South. 
Here we left the cars 
and took a carriage with four spirited 
horses hooked thereto for a drive of 
28 miles to Mt. Hamilton, on which 
the celebrated Lick telescope is located. 
This monster star-hunter is 57 feet in 
length and four feet iu diameter. We 
left San Jose at 1 o'clock p. m., and 
arrived at the observatory at 7 o'clock. 
It took one hour to examine things 
and eat our lunch, and at 8 o*clock 
wc took our seats for the descent. 
Just imagine four rapidly moving horses 
drawing a coach down steep mountain 
grades or roads, iu many places with 
a space of a few feet only between 
the coach and the outer sides which 
at a large number of places descend- 
ed to a depth of from 50 to 500 feet, 
and that in a length of seven miles 
our team cncountercd at least 300 turns 
or sluu'p curves, and all this in a night 
without a moon, aud you can, in a meas- 
ure, realize the excitement of such a 
come-down. 
We got there, however, 
iu good shape about midnight. 


We returned to San Francisco next 
morning and after making some in- 
quiiy regarding return tickets we left 
for Martinez, a thriving little town 36m. 
out of San Francisco. 
We were met 
here by our brother-in-law, C. F. Diehl, 
with a span of horses and were taken 
to his fruit farm of 40 acres. 
This 
farm is known in this section by the 
title or name of Grace Ellen. 
On this 
ranch are 3,000 fruit trees, such as apri- 
cots, peaches, almonds, *&c. Nine acres 
are encumbered with 6000 thrifty, healthy 
grape vines. 
This farm also has a num- 
ber of promising Olive and English 
Avalnut trees. Mr. D. has surrounding 
him iu this his California home all 
that the heart of man may reasonably 
wish for, and in consequence ought to 
be a happy man. 


The adjoining farm upon w^hich Mr. 
George Lyford, Mr. D.'s son-in-law, re- 
sides, contains 70 acres—15 of which 
contains 1,500 fruit trees, and the re- 
maining 55 acres are devoted to grapes 
of which there are 38,000 stocks or 
vines. 
To give my readers in East an 
idea of the value per acre of a fruit 
farm I will simply state that within 3 
miles from where I write this letter 
parties have been offered $600 to $800 
per acre for their ranches—a fraction 
higher than the fertile lands between 
our place and Gett^'-sburg. 
These prices 
wore current four to five years ago— 
to-day the same farms can bo purchased 
for half the money. 


Persons having any reasonable chance 
of making a living in the East should 
remain where they are. 
In my esti- 
mation this part of the country has 
seen its best days, I have spoken to 
many practical men on my way out— 
old residents—and the one cry is, hard 
times. 


I mentioned in one of my letters the 
huge harvesting machines used in this 
State, and stated that 10 to 12 horses 
were required to draw them. 
I should 
have said 30 instead of 10 to 12. 


We will likely leave San Francisco 
on Thursday for the southern part of 
California, and in all probability take 
the Southern route for home, sweet home.

lines of the aforesaid walks are being 
tramped out of all shape. It would not 
require a great amount of money to fill 
the walks with gravel—the material they 
are now made of—to a height sullicieut 
to drain the water from them, and 
straighten up the lines. Suppose, how 
ever, that it does cost a certain amount 
of money now, what amount will be re 
required after the lapse of a few years to 
put the Square—the walks and sod—in 
their proper shape if this condition of 
affairs is alloAved to exist? It has gone 
on entirely too long already, and the 
sooner it is done the more economical it 
will be. 


We well remember how straight and 
cleanly and in what good condition the 
walks of the Square were kept when the 
late Dr. Hendrix was Burgess. And his 
system was a very simple and cheap one, 
too. It consisted of each spring draw- 
ing lines from one end of each walk to 
the other and then trimming the edges 
to said line. Whenever any place was 
found to be so low that water stood 
therein, gravel sufilcient to fill up such 
place was procured and it wtxs filled up. 
Thus each year a little work was done 
on the walks, and the expense was dis- 
tributed—each year receiving its quota. 
The allowing of this system to die out 
has proven to be costly both to the beau- 
ty and symmetry of the Square and the 
treasury of the borough, as is proven by 
the appearance of the walks now and 
the money, time and material it will re- 
quire to properly remedy this condition. 
Let the walks be put in good condition 
by filling them up, and have the lines 
again established, and then keep them 
thus by each year doing a little work 
thereon. It is the best policy that has 
yet been tried. 


The wet season is now close at hand, 
and we would urge the authorities to at- 
tend to the walks as soon as possible, so 
that the beauty of our Square—the pride 
of the town—may be retained.

be certain of this, be very particular 
in the selection of breeding stock, 
A 
great many will i^ick their breeding 
stock in a haphazard way and the re- 
STilt is small, weak pigs. 
It is au as- 
sured fact that the male parent deter- 
mines the outward appearance of the 
l^ig, and the dam the internal, or in 
other words, the constitution. 
In se- 
lecting the 
brood sow, 
pick from a 
prolific, well constituted, rapid grow- 
ing and health}' family. 


After finding a family of the kind I 
have just described, the next thing to 
do is to see if there are any individuals 
in the family that will make a good 
brood sow. 
Avoid one with too large 
a bone (just medium size), thick hide 
and a woolly bristling 
coat of hair. 
These 
characteristics 
denote 
slow 
groAvth and hard feeding qualities.

iExcessive Swarminp;. 


l)uring the best honey seasons bees 
will naturally swarm to excess. 
This 
is more particularly true of the Italian, 
and other new races 
of bees. 
This 
can be governed by proj^er attention, 
and the result will be a large honey 
crop instead of a large increase of 
colonies. 
Bees, in their natural state, 
do not store large quantities of sur- 
plus honey as they do in the hands of 
tho expert apiarist, hence success only 
follows proper manipulation, but you 
must know how to do it, and when to 
do it. 


If bees are in jjroper 
shape, and 
have plenty of storage room for honey 
rightly arranged, they will continue 
to do a profitable business in storing 
honey until the swarming fever takes 
hold of them, and from this time forth 
they will continue to increase at the 
' expense of the honey crop. 


To a great extent it is an easy mat- 
ter to control swarming or increase of 
colonies, by simply giving them plenty 
of storage room. 


Bees 
swarm, why? 
Because they 
become so populous that the hive is 
not large enough 
to 
accommodate 
them, and they have neither room to 
store honey, rear brood, nor remain 
comfortable in the hive, and this 
is 
what causes excessive increase. 
Now, 
to remove the cause will stop a large 
per cent, of swarming, and this has 
been demonstrated time and again by 
giving an abundance of room. 
This 
not only discourages swarming, but is 
the proper management for the foun- 
dation of a large 
crop of 
surplus 
honey. 


The nine-tenths of all swarms can 
be controlled or prevented otherwise, 
but it is always in order to thus give 
plenty of storage room during 
the 
swarming, or honey season, 
Swarms 
•will not issue without queens, and if 
we prevent tho roaring of queens we 
prevent swarming. 
Swarms will not 
issue before eight or ten days after 
making preparations for swarming by 
building queen cells, hence if we but 
go through each colon^^ once a weel; 
and take out the queen cells, wc will 
rarely have a swarm to come ofi'. 


There are no particular objections, 
ordinarily, to a moderate increase of 
bees, Avhen honey is the principal ob- 
ject, by allowing a few swarms, 
or 
making a few divisions artificiullj"", as 
many cases will require it to produce 
the best results, Excei^tional colonies 
persist in fswarming, and -will do but 
little good otherwise, Avhen, if allowed 
to swarm, they will get down to busi- 
ness and dojwell. 
In some cases a col- 
ony will become so populous, and will 
occupy so much rooui,thatan ordinary 
hive will not accommodate them, and 
iu many instances of this kind they 
M-ill almost (double the amount 
of 
honey gathered, if allowed to swarm. 


All swarming should stop at one 
fwann to th^ colony iu any event, as 
second swarms are not profitable under
